RAY ON POLYGAMY. .

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—In view of 
the movement for the suppression of 
polygamy and of the uniform marriage 
and divorce laws, Chairman Ray of the 
House Committee on Judiciary, having 
charge of this legislation, has written 
a letter to those interested in the move- 
ment, in which he says: 

“For many years I have favored an 
amendment to the Constitution author- 
ising Congress to enact uniform laws 
regulating marriage and divorce which 
would cover polygamy. An amendment 
to the Constitution merely prohibiting 
polygamy would amount to but little. 
An amendment allowing Congress to 
pass laws punishing polygamy would 
apply to those localities where polyg- 
amy is practiced; that is, it would en- 
able Congress to pass laws prohibiting 
and punishing polygamy in Utah and 
one or two other localities where it is 
practiced, and allow prosecutions in 
the United States courts. BDvery State 
has full power to prohibit and punish 
polygamy and every State has anti- 
polygamy laws. Utah has such a law.

UNDER FIRE 
FOR MILES. 


Thrilling Experience of 
Volunteers. 


Capt. Shields Shot and 
Then Robbed. 


Adventure in the Island of 
Marinduque—Prisoners 
Escape Death. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

- SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Capt. Devereux 
Shields of the Twenty-ninth Infantry, 
U.8.V., who ‘returned today on the 
transport Hancock, has been invalided 
home because of two wounds received 
in one of the most thrilling adven- 
tures of the war in the Philippines. 

Shields, with fifty-two men, left 
Santa Cruz, on the island of Marin- 
duque, September 11 last, to recon- 
noiter the island. They went twenty- 
four miles up river, and after routing 
some Filipinos, started back to Santa 

. They entered an ambush in 
defile, and were fired upon by about 
two hundred and fifty men with rifles, 
who were supported: by about two 
thousand with bolos. Their position 
was such that there was nothing for 
it but to retreat, and this was done 
under heavy fire for four miles. The 
soldiers were pro by overhanging 
cliffs, and thus ed little punish- 
ment. Capt. Shields, telling of the 
engagement, says: 

“When the first fire came, I received 
a ball through the shoulder and was 
weak from loss of blood. After we had 
fought for about four miles, a ball 
struck me in the neck and passed out 
of my mouth. I fell unconscious, but 
soon recovered, and then gave the or- 
.der for the command to fight its way 
back to the station. I told them that 
as I was nothing but an impediment 
to leave me with a man from the Hos- 
pital Corps and get out. I dropped be- 
hind a rice stack and told the man to 
raise a white flag. The insurrectos 


their way back a short distance, and 
were then surrounded, and had to sur- 
render or all be killed, as there were 
about 1800 to thirty-six. 

“After the insurrectos came.to me, 
one of them began robbing me, and 
took alJ my things. He tore the chain 
and locket from my neck, and tried to 
tear the rings from my fingers. My 
hand was so swollen because of the 
wound in the shoulder that he could 
not get them off, and he was just going 
to cut off the hand when I made him 
understand that I could take the rings 


another man came and was just going 
to shoot me, when I saw a hand and 
arm come forward and knock up the 
gun. 

“Immediately after the fight we were 
kept in native hovels for twelve days, 
and then we were started on a march 
over mountains, through dense forests, 
and across rivers: compelled to sleep 
in mud and rain, and getting only the 
dirtiest water with which to wash our 
mouths. This continued until about 
October 12, when we were told that 
orders had been given to turn us over 
to Americans. I wrote to Gen. Hare, 
and he agree to meet us and take us 
on the 4th. We were taken to Buena 
Vista and there turned over to the gen- 
eral. 

“Twice during the time we wefe 
being taken through the mountains in- 
surrecto soldiers wanted to kill all of 
us, but were restrained by their offi- 
cers. Once we were lying in a hut in 
the morning when we heard a terrible 
clamor outside. and one of the guards 
came in and told us that the soldiers 
wanted to kill us. Later an officer came 
and told us the trouble was over. One 
other time, when the Americans were 
chasing them close, the Tagalos 
wanted to kill our whole party, and 
would have done so had the Americans 
reached us.” 
Capt. Shields is suffering from par- 
tial paralysis of the left arm from the 
wound through his shoulder, but ex- 
pects soon to be able to return to his 
command.

Bullet from Cartridge Under a Truck 
Wheel Hits Mrs. Sarah McBride—Ac- 
cident Most Peculiar.

A NOVEL EXPERIMENT. 

2% France is about to try a novel ex- 
periment for increasing the-birth rate 
in that country; at least, a bill has 
been introduced into the Senate, ac- 
cording to the Medical Record, having 
that end in view. The bill provides 
for a tax on celibates of both sexes 
after they have attained the age of 
thirty years, and upon childless couples 
who have been married for a period of 
five years; the tax to be collected an- 
nually until a child is born to them.

HAPPENINGS. 
FIRE CHIEF CAJRNES FIGHTING TO 
HIS JOB. 


Old Man Goes Over the Hills to the 
Poorhouse on Account of Trouble With 
His Son—Torpedo Boat Farragut in 
Pott—Coronado Notes. ) 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 10.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] The fight over the at- 
tempted removal of Chief Engineer A. 
B. Cairnes from the fire department 
grows hotter. The result of this after- 
noon’s hearing before the Fire Com- 
mission adds fuel to the flames. The 
hearing was to give the chief a chance 
to be’ present with witnesses to answer 
the charges preferred by Commissioner 
BE. J. Carter. Mr. Cairnes is charged 
with using ne and indecent lan- 
guage on the public street and in the 
presence of ladies, the occasion being 
an altercation between him and Charles 
A. Wallace, a former member of the 
fire department, who was dismissed 
from the department at the instigation 
of the chief. He is also accused of al- 
lowing firemen to participate in politics 
and of allowing one of the engine- 
houses to remain in a filthy condition. 
Other charges and counter-charges are 
made by the principals in the affair. 

This afternoon's meeting was open to 
the public, and was held in the City 
Council chamber. Mr. Cairnes was rep- 
resented by Lawyer J. 8. Callen, and 
the municipality by City Attorney 
Doolittie. Through counsel, Mr. 
Cairnes presented an answer which oc- 
cupied twenty minutes in reading. He 
admits using the language, but says 
that it was under provocation, Wallace 
having threatened to shoot him at 
sight. It was a case where “temper 
escaped before control could close the 
door.” While the language he used 
to Wallace was more forcible than ele- 
gant, yet he was sorry that he em- 
ployed it, and straightway on finding 
that ladies had heard it he went to the 
ladies and apologized. 

The chief denies that firemen dabbled 
in politics with his consent, or that he 
was aware of the filthy condition of 


the engine-house. 

In ecounter-charge the chief 
charg Commissioners Carter and 
Merze' n with being in a conspiracy 


to depose him. For one thing, he heard 
Mr. Carter telephone to Mr. Merze- 
mann: “We will give him a chance to 
resign. If he doesn't, I will make the 
motion to drop him: you second it and 
that will settle it.” 

- Mr. Callen challenged the right of Mr. 
Carter, who had sworn to the charges, 
to sit in Judgment at the hearing. The 
challenge started the temper of Mr. 
Carter, and a lively scene followed. 
Mr. Carter appealed to City Attorney 
Doolittie, whose advice he affirmed he 
had followed. Mr. Doolittle defended 
himself by stat that he never said 
Mr. Carter would have the right to sit in 
judgment. He had advised that Mr. 
Carter had the right to swear to the 
complaint, and that the board had a 
right to act in the matter. Mr. Car- 
ter intimated that the attorney had 
got him in a box. 

A red-hot discussion followed. Mr. 
Callen urged a ruling from the chair 
on his’ objection. Chairman Burt said 
that under the circumstances he did 
not feel like ruling. He would teave it 
with Mr. Carter’s judgment and sense 
of propriety whether he should remain. 
More animated talk followed, and 
finally Mr. Carter took his hat and 
walked hurriedly out. He stated that 
he did it to show Mr. Cairmes that he 
was willing that he .(Mr. Cairnes) 
should have a fair show.
